| Place’’??. 
Court Argument In 


Case Of Showing 


An Indecent Film 


Argument as to the meaning of a public 
place and. public showing of indecent films 
were heard before Mr Justice A, D. Scholes 
in the Appeal Court this morning. . 

Mr Lawrence Leong (instructed by Mr D, L. 
Holland-Roberts of Hastings and Co.) represented 
the appellants, Chan ‘Muk and a woman, Leung 
Fook, convicted of showing indecent films in a 


public place at 25 Wing 


They are’ appealing against 
their conviction by Mr Slmon Li 
at Central. 


“The grounds are that there 
was Insufficient. evidence to 
found the conviction; that the 
Magistrate was wrong in law 
holding that the place was oa 
public place and the exhibition 
was in public view; ond that 
the appellants did not have a 
fair trinl because the Magistrate 
refused to transfer the case to 
another Magistrate for trial 
when he had had knowledgo of 
a previous similar convictions 
and he had also ordered 68 rolls 
of film to be shown to him 
which were not the subject mat~ 
ter of the ¢ .
